BALTIMORE. M<1.. March 9 — In a long-distance 
attack on the iielicies of the .Maryland Racing Ootn- ' 
mission Thomas Clyde. one of Ihe liest known j 
breeders and track and horse owners in tfle country, ! 
makes t Iif following: charges against tin- conimis- ; 
sion: 

That the ••commission is attempting to conduct; 
race meetings" without "any specific sanction of 
law” for so doing. 

That it exercises power to “approve employes or 1 
officials of licenses." Although "nothing is said 
iu the law which gives the commission the right.” \ 
hut “on the contrary, paragraph 2 of the law I 
excludes this idea by giving the commission only ! 
a right of removal.” 

That "instead of performing tile few indis- 
pensable and t mi sic duties which the law contem- 
plated.” it is "unnecessarily inviting numberless 
lietltions, etc.." which, in Mr. < lyde's opinion, 
"is a grave error and full of peril to the commis- 
sion and racing in Maryland.” 

That arrangements with other jockey clubs and 
racing associations elsewhere "are not any part < 
of the commission’s business under the law.” 

That "with all due respect to the commission” ‘ 
the "duty of finally determining whether aud when 
and where a trainer shall train or a jockey shall ] 
i Mo lawfully should and docs remain with those , 
licensed to conduct race meetings.” Mr. Clyde adds!

mission was created and it is no less so now. and j 
Ihe Hurke law or any other law is powerless to: 
change it.”

With a draft which has been sent out to race 
track owners, will make the commission, and not!

COMMISSION S TRUE FUNCTIONS. 

The function of the commission, as Mr. Clyde 
sees it, is to adopt only general rules, relative to j 
the profits which may he made, on a public service | 
basis, l»y the tracks and to sis- that the character I 
of those given licenses for race meetings is such j 
us to insure the siwrt ls-ing maintained on the | 
highest plane. 

• •ranting licenses to jockeys and trainers, he 1 
contends, is useless. Such licenses, he argues, arc : 
merely certificates and the track owners can dis- 
honor them if they wish by refusing to let the 
jockeys ride or the iruiners train, and no law can 
compel the track owners to recognise the licenses. 
Therefore, Mr. Clyde maintains, the rule of the 
commission on this point lends only to friction 
and hurts racing generally.

HEAVY TAX FOR TRACKS IN QUEBEC 

QUEBEC. Quebec, March 9. — The David bill, now , 
before the Quebec assembly, which seeks to pro- , 
vide assistance for public charities, will secure its 
revenue mainly from taxation on amusements. The ! 
bill provides that there shall he a tax of 25 cents | 
•hi every $1 admission ticket to race meetings. SO! 
cents on every £2 ticket, and so on in like pro- 
portion. 

When tin- receipts of the pari-mutuel machines 
amount to $10,000 10 per cent will la- deducted, i 
0 per cent to go to the race track association I 
and l to the government. If the receipts a mount 1 
to $15,000 5 per cent will go to the race track 
association and 5 per cent to the government; ;

Add to this the structural ability to carry 
high weight with ease. This happy combination of such high qualities produced tin* great three-year-olds 
of our years. Quite properly the great money s|k»1|s lei! to the great three-year-olds. 

Sysonliy in 1905 and Man o’ War in 1920 were undefeated three-year-olds and race horses of the 
highest class. They made their opponents look like pygmies in their years. In money won they lead all 
American three -year -olds. Colin might have surpassed them both hut for breaking down after winning 
the first three races of three-year-old engagements that embraced the possibility of his winning more 
than Man o’ War did last year. 

Accountant was an honest colt which had his way to big money and fame cleared when Burgomaster 
broke down after winning tin- Carlton and Belmont Stakes of lHntS. Iu 1900 lh-ter Pan was a whale and 
when he unluckily fell lame the whale* called Ballot took up his work gloriously. It was a year of 
grand three-year-olds, hut the two Keene stars were best. 

After Colin disnptieared from racing In 190s Fair Play came to the front and proved the year’s big 
money gatherer. He was a fine colt, but Celt was his muster, giving him seven pounds and an easy heat- 
ing in the Brooklyn Handicap. In 1909 Joe Madden was decidedly lucky in his engagements. Fitz Her- 
bert was much the best three-year-old and a regular topsawyer. Sweep, in 1910; Governor Gray, in 1911; 
The Manager, in 1912; Ten Point, in 1913: Itoamer, in 1914. and The Finn, in 1915, were the leading 
three-year-olds in money won. and in each case probably liest in racing merit except in 1915. 

Friar Buck was the liest three-year old of 1916, but consistent Dodge took the most money. Fine 
three-year-olds were out in 1917. with Omar Khayyam carrying off the most money-won honors. His 
controversy with Hourless was one of the bright spots of the racing year. Hourless gave him a licking 
in tlieir memorable special race, but it was a sure-enough horse race. Cudgel and Westy Hogan wore 
also great three-year-olds that year. 

After being beaten in teu consecutive races, Jnbren ripened and showed himself tl»- new light of a 
grand three-year-old in 191*. winning nine of his last twelve races and more money than any other horse 
of Uis age. Sir Barton was the premier three-year-old of 1919, both in racing prowess and money won. 
He was Star Shoot's best son and a great racer, but had a worthy and dangerous rival for a time in 
purchase.

Furbelow Defeats Different Eyes 
in Malecon Handicap — Docod 
Beaten in Rough Race. 



HAVANA. Cuba. March 9. — The biggest turf deal 
of the winter was consummated this morning when 
diaries A. Stoneham. president of the Cuba-Amcri 
can Jockey Club, purchased from Mose Goldblatt 
the crack three -year-old Billy Barton. The amount 
involved in the purchase was not made public. It 
was a big sum. however. Mr. Stouehatn’s main 
object in securing Billy Barton was to give him 
representation in Die $50,000 Kentucky Derby aud 
hIm« the *15.000 Cuban Derby, in both of which 
Billy Barton is eligible, lie inis also been entered 
extensively in other rich fixtures to la* run over 
Kentucky and .New York tracks. For the pr*-seut 
Billy Barton will remain iu the care of Mr. Gold- 
blatt. who will continue his training for Die Derby 
engagement in Cuba and afterward take him to 
Louisville for the Kentucky Derby, in whieli hig 
race lie will surely be a starter, provided lie meets 
with no mishaps. 

Billy Barton is one of the liest bred colts In 
training, lias started twice here and wort both 
races, which were stake events. These were the 
Cuba -American Handicap, in which he ran three- 
quarters of a mile in 1;11 :: .-,, the fastest time of 
the meeting at that distance, and the Cuba Mile 
Two-Year Old Championship, in which he ran the 
mile in 1:39. lie raced iu Kentucky as a two-year- 
old. running in claiming races, and it wit* gnu of 
these that owner Goldhlatt secured him. Since 
coming to Cuba he lias grown and developed and is 
tiie most improved horse now here. The colt is at 
present equal favorite with Aiken for the Cuban 
Derby. He will lie eventually turned over to Jack 
Goldsbonnigh. who is the trainer of Mr. Stoneham 's 
extensive stable in New York. 

Today’s racing was featured by tiie Malecon 
Handicap, in which Furbelow carried Mose Gold- 
blatt's colors to victory after a hotly contested 
struggle with Different Eyes. Tiie latter alter- 
nated with Sirocco in setting the pace, with Fur- 
below close at. their heels. Sirocco was the first 
to tire, leaving Furbelow and Different Eyes to 
fight It out. They measured strides alt through 
tin* stretch, tiie former drawing clear right at Die 
end. 

Goldhlatt was not so fortunate in tile following 
race. Iiis Docod having a tough time of it. and 
after ls-ing cut off a couple of times only lost 
by a small margin. Exhorter led all Die way. but 
was hard pressed at tiie end. 

The attendanee was large and speenlntion ex - 
eeediugly brisk. 

Justimi B., the chestnut filly by Palo Alto 
M istlebrooni. bred at A. K. Ma comber's California 
stud farm, was returned an easy winner of the 
Aliening dash, in which Athgarven was the prefer- 
ence in a liettiug way. The latter ran poorly, 
while tiie winner moved to the front entering tiie 
homestretch and raced into a big lead at the end.

That the rules imposing a residence lest for race 
track officials and employes “are improper rules” 
and that they will drag the fair name of Maryland 
in the dust and achieve for it the reputation that 
Maryland is the only place on earth where a dis- 
credited trainer or jockey will find lie is given 
privileges greater than elsewhere.” 

Thar if it does more than adopt general rules, 
the commission "will bring disaster on itself and 
the great s|>ort intrusted to its Hire," Mr. Clyde 
goes into detail in his arguments in support of 
those imints which In* raises, lie states that the 
rules, if adopted by the commission in accordance 
with a draft which has been sent out to race 
track owners, will make the commission, and not 
the licenses of the commission, wholly responsible 
for everything that may occur at race meetings. 

COMMISSION S TRUE FUNCTIONS. 

The function of the commission, as Mr. Clyde 
sees it, is to adopt only general rules, relative to 
the profits which may he made, on a public service 
basis, by the tracks and to see that the character 
of those given licenses for race meetings is such 
ns to insure the s|w>rt lieing maintained on the 
highest plane. 

G run ting licenses to jockeys and trainers, lie 
contends, is useless. Such licenses, he argues, arc 
merely certificates and the track owners can dis- 
honor them if they wish by refusing to let the 
jockeys ride or the irainers train, and no law can 
compel the track owners to recognize the licenses. 
Therefore, Mr. Clyde maintains, the rule of the 
commission on this point lends only to friction 
and hurts racing generally. 

The Maryland Commission has not yet adopted 
its rules. After tieiug in session nearly two 

hours today it decided to iiosrpoue any definite 
action in regard to the rules until Friday. Chair- 
man Oliver was not present. Neither Commissioner 
C. Kennedy nor Commissioner Tiinanus would dis- 
cuss the Clyde advertisement in today’s palters 
criticising tin* rules of the commission. 



would have to reserve comment until he has had 
a chance to read and digest them in full. 

Last night Mr. Kennedy said as to the Clyde 
statement: “Such arguments were expected, how- 

ever, and I ilo not believe they will change the 
commission's course in any way. We have studied 
tin* question of those rules thoroughly and I 1 k*- 
lieve the commission will adopt them as they have 
been drafted.” 

Mr. Clyde's statements were taken in some 
quarters last night as a definite indication of 
the position of the more important racing interests 
in this country and Cauada in the event «>f the 
adoption of the present rules before the commis- 
sion. Itacing men generally are known to share 

Mr. Clyde’s views and just how these will he re - 
fleeted by the strings of racers to be sent to 
Maryland is a question that is being pressed for 
answer in the minds of many 



HEAVY TAX FOR TRACKS IN QUEBEC 

QUEBEC. Quebec, March 9. —The David hill, now 
before the Quebec assembly, which seeks to pro- 
vide assistance for public charities, will secure its 
revenue mainly from taxation on amusements. The 
bill provides that there shall he a tax of 2i cents 
on every $1 admission ticket to race meetings. 50 
cents on every $2 ticket, and so on in like pro- 
portion. 

When the receipts of the pari-mutuel machines 
amount to *10,000 10 per cent will la* deducted. 
6 per cent to go to fin* racp track association 
and I to the government. If the receipts amount 
to *10,000 0 per cent will g«> to the race track 
association and 5 per rent to the government; 
if $211,000. *1 will go to the race track associa- 
tion and •’> per cent to the government, nnd so od. 
line half of the proceeds of the general amuse - 
ment tax will be given to the municipalities to be 
distributed to local charities, aud the other half 
will be paid to the government. 



In racing the three-year-old is the fruition of two-year-old promise. The two-vear-ohl becomes 
famous through the revelation of its possession of speed in its greatest measure. It is left to the three- 
year-old to demonstrate that in addition to this inheritance of superior speed is added stamina siitticient 
to enable it to stay successfully over any distance in reason. Add to this the structural ability to carry 
high weight with ease. This happy combination of such high qualities produced the great three-year-olds 
of our years. Quite properly the great money spoils fell to tin* great three -year- olds. 

Sysonhy in 1905 and Man o’ War in 1920 were undefeated three-year-olds and race horses of the 
highest chiss. They made their opponents look like pygmies in their years. In money won they loud all 
American three-year-olds. Colin might have surpassed them both hut for breaking down after winning 
the first three races of three-year-old engagements that embraced the imssibility of his winning more 
than Man o’ War did last year. 

Accountant was an honest colt which had his way to big money and fame cleared when Burgomaster 
broke down after winning tin* Carlton and Belmont Stakes of 1906. In 1906 lVtcr Pan was a whale and 
when lie unluckily fell lame the whale’ called Ballot took up his work gloriously. It was a year of 
grand three-year-ohls, hut the two Keene stars were host. 

After Colin disapiieared from racing in 1908 Fair Play came to the front and proved the year’s big 
money gatherer, lie was a line colt, but Celt was his master, giving him seven ltounds and an easy beat- 
ing in the Brooklyn Handicap. In 1909 Joe Madden was decidedly lucky in his engagements. Fitz Her- 
bert was much the best three -year -old and a regular topsawyer. Sweep, in 1910; Governor Gray, in 1911; 
The Manager, in 1912; Ten Point, in 1918: Itoamer. in 1914. and The Finn, in 1915. were the leading 
three-year-olds in money won. and in each case probably best in racing merit except in 1915. 

Friar Bock was the best three-year old of 191b, but consistent Dodge took the most money. Fine 
three-year-olds were om in 1917, with Omar Khayyam carrying off the most money-won honors. His 
controversy with Hourless was one of the bright spots of the racing year, llotirless gave him a licking 
in their memorable special race, tint it was a sure-enough horse race. Cudgel and \Vesty Hogan were 
also great three -year -olds that year. 

After being beaten in ten consecutive races, Jolt ten ripened and showed himself the new light of a 
grand three -year -old in 1918, winning nine of his last twelve races anil more money than any other horse 
of his age. Sir Barton was the premier three -year-old of 1919, both in Dicing prowess and money won. 
He was Star Shoot's best s ( .n and a great rarer, but hud a worthy and dangerous rival for a time in 
purchase.

Furbelow Defeats Different Eyes 
in Malecon Handicap — Docod 
Beaten in Rough Race. 



HAVANA. Cuba. March 9. — The biggest turf deal 
of the winter was consummated this morning when 
Charles A. Stoneham. president of tin* Cuba-Ameri 
can Jockey Club, purchased from Mose Goldblatt 
the crack three -year-old Billy Barton. The amount 
involved in the purchase was not made public. It 
was a big sum. however. Mr. Stonebnm’s main 
object in securing Billy Barton was to give Dim 
representation in tin* $50,000 Kentucky Derby aud 
also the *15.000 Cuban Derby, in both of whieli 
Billy Barton is eligible. He lias also lieen entered 
extensively in other rich fixtures to la* run over 
Kentucky and New York tracks. For the present 
Billy Barton will remain in the care of Mr. Gold- 
blatt. who will continue his trniniug for the Derby 
engagement in Cuba and afterward take him to 
Louisville for the Kentucky Derby, in which big 
race lie will surely he a starter, provided he inccls 
with no mishaps. 

Billy Barton is one of the best bred colts in 
training, lias started twice here and won both 
races, which were stake events. These were the 
Cuba -American Handicap, in which be ran three- 
quarters of a mile iu the fastest time of 

the meeting at that distance, and the Cuba Mile 
Two-Year Old Championship, in which he ran the 
mile in 1:39. He raced in Kentucky as a two-year- 
old. running in claiming races, and it was jput of 
these that owner Goldblatt secured him. Since 
coming to Cuba he lias grown and developed and is 
the most improved horse now here. Tin* colt is at 
present equal favorite with Aiken for tin* Cuban 
Derby. He will l>e eventually turned over to Jack 
Goldsborotigh, who is the trainer of Mr. Stonehaul’s 
extensive stable in New York. 

Today’s racing was featured by the Maleeou 
Handicap, in which Furbelow carried Mose Gold - 
hlatt's colors to victory after a hotly contested 
struggle with Different Eyes. The latter alter- 
nated with Sirocco in setting the pace, with Fur- 
below close at. their heels. Sirocco was the first 
to tire, leaving Furbelow and Different Eyes to 
fight It out. They measured strides all through 
the stretch, the former drawing clear right at the 
end. 

Goldblatt was not so fortunate in tin* following 
race, his Docod having a tough time of it. and 
after being cut off a couple of times only lost 
by a small margin. Exhorter led all the way. hut 
was hard pressed at the end. 

The attendance was large and speculation ex- 
ceedingly brisk. 

Justins K.. the chestnut filly by Palo Alto - 
M ist lohrooni . bred at A. K. Maeomher's California 
stud farm, was returned an easy winner of the 
iqieniiig dash, in which Afhgarven was tile prefer- 
ence in a bettiug way. The latter ran poorly, 
while the winner moved to the front entering the 
Homestretch and raced into a big lead at the end. 

F. Wilson, who rode -Tiistitin E. to victory in 
the opener, came back in the following nice and 
landed A1 Porter an easy winner. Old Arthur Mid- 
dleton threatened to score in this race, leading for 
a half mile aud then quitting badly, finishing abso- 
lutely last. In the meantime A1 Porter had been 
taking things easy and. after the early pacemaker 
was eliminated, leisurely moved to the front and 
was in no danger thereafter. 

A. L. Austin turned E. C. Griffith’s two horses 
llaran and (Nibaneeanto over to Frank Stevens 
preparatory to leaving for Kentucky Thursday. 
Cubanecanto is a prominent eligible for the Cuba 
Produce Stakes and lias been working fast. 

Jockey F. Burley, apprentice under contract to 
R. T. Wilson, leaves tomorrow for New York, 
where lie will reimrt to T. J. Healey, iu charge 
of the Wilson stable at Belmont Park. 

Jockey I. Gordon, who was severely injured 
when lie was Thrown from Savona a week ago. 
is able to la* at Ihe track again for the first time 
since tin* accident.

Rain Interferes with Exercise Gallops — More Prospects Seem Favorable to Success for the 
Horses Arrive from the South. Meeting Opening Today.

Shelley will gA to Lexington tomorrow 
to*confer with Johnson N. Camden, president of 
the Keutueky Jockey Club, regarding details for 
'ho Coming racing season. Shelley plans to have 
the Lexiugton program book in the bands of the 
horsemen the first week in April. 

Trainer Pete Coyne of the George J. Long stable 
has taken up Clermont, which was on the shelf 
all of last year, for active training. He will en- 
deavor to get Freecuttcr back to the races this 
year also, but that horse will not be ready to run 
until the Latcuia meeting, even if lie stands train- 
ing. lie is now in his sixth year and has been out 
of commission a long time. Atitte Elizabeth, a 
three-year-old sister of Freecuttcr, which won at 
the first asking last year and then went amiss, 
will not In* taken up again until next year. Ocean 
Sweep, another of the Long fillies, will lie sent 
to the stmt rliis year. 

Jockey H. J. Burke, who rode this winter at New 
Orleans, lias reported to trainer John S. Ward at 
Douglas Park and lie again will ride for tin- Wtird- 
Koseoe Goose combination this year. 

Milo Shields’ horses came in from New Orleans.

MOBILE. Ala.. March 9. — Mobil**, once a racing 
center ranking with the first in this country and 
famous for its Bascotubo track, where turf history 
was made through contests lietweei! noted liotses. 
makes a bid tomorrow for a place on the racing 
map through its six days of thoroughbred sport. 
True, there is nothing pretenious in its plan. Its 
setting will he crude, tin* sport will be over a 
half-mile track and there will be a lack of turf 
stats to thrill the assemblage, but the Mobile 
Business Men’s Racing Association, under whose 
auspices the sport will In* conducted, is building 
for tin* future and. if given tin* encouragement 
they expect, there will be annual meetings over a 
tn-wly eonsti-ucted course and with legal safe- 
guards. It is the aim of the sponsors of the pres- 
ent venture to put the issue up to the legislature 
and are hopeful it will pass a bill that will permit 
the sj«qt and its accompanying adjunct in Alabama. 

Those having the present meeting in charge 
make up in enthusiasm what they lack in experi- 
ence and local interest in the coining meeting, 
seemingly assures- its success. Unlike several 
recent efforts to condutct racing the coining project 
is not destined to fizzle, as its predecessors did. 

At present eighty horses have registered and 
several cars with reinforcements are due tonight 
which will probably tiring the total to one hundred 
horses. This is considered ample to carry on a 
six days’ meeting of five races daily.

IMPROVEMENTS AT HAVRE 



Seating Capacity of Grandstand Enlarged — 
New Road to Track Built. 



HAVRE HE GRACE. Md.. March 9. The im- 
provements undertaken last fall at the Havre dc 
Grace race course for the comfort of racing pa t runs 
arc nearing completion.
